It is believed that before very 
long the Dead Sea will bo exploited 
for industrial purposes, French 
engineers are at work on three dif- 
ferent projects Willi tliis purpose in 
view. The level of the Dead Sea, 
being more than 1,800 feet below 
that of the Mediterranean and lied 
Seas, il is thought by connecting 
either of those two seas by means 
of a canal with the Dead Sea a 
stream of water would flow witli a 
Velocity calculated to product 1 some 
M,000 horse power. There is no 
danger, it is asserted, of an over- 
flowing of the Dead Sea, for the 
waters there evaporate at so great a 
rate (li, 000,000 tons a day) thai the 
incoming wateis would make no 
appreciable difference in the level. 
The project is to start the canal 
from the Hay of Acre, lead it south 
ward past Mont Tahor, and let it 
join, at Basin, the waters of the 
.Ionian. Another plan is to build 
the canal along the railway line 
from Jaffa to Jerusalem. Hut this 
would mean blasting a tunnel of 
some thirty-seven miles through 

the mountains of Old Jndea. The 

third project, the cheapest, proposes 
to start at Akaba, in the Red Sea, 
and pass though the desert of 
Wady el-.Iebel. Having obtained 
powei in this manner, it is through!

How MoIom Work. 

Holes aie usually actively at work 
in ihe early morning or late in the 
afternoon. Tt is not difficult to kill 
them with a pitchfork when they are 
Working, the animals being located 
by observing the movement of Ihe 

ground above them. If water is 

allowed to run into the burrow and 
till it, the animals when present can 
lie forced to come to the surface to 
avoid drowning, and may be easily 
killed. The best remedy for the 
damage done to lawns And grass 
plots by moles is prompt rolling with 
a heavy roller. By continued re- 
petition of this the moles will lie 
driven away, at least temporarily. 
Moles have lew natural enemies. 
Their food consists oh lefiy of earth 
worms and insects that live in the 
ground, and their piesence in large 
numbers at any place is an evidence 
of the abundance of their food. 

There is no doubt that they do much 
good by destroying many noxious 
Insects If if were not for the in- 
jury done to lawns by their throw- 
ing up ridges Of earth along which 
the grass dies, or to gardens by 

Iheir lossening the roots of young 

plants, moles would bo more bono 
licial than haimfut

and one west. Their depth aver- 
ages sixty-one feet and each has a 
fine How of water, but, whether it 
will be continuous and sufficient 
for the Institution is not known. It 
is thought that by extending their 
depths an ample supply can be 
obtained. A man versed in geo- 
logical Ion* is of the opinion the 
wells are in the track of a , good 
underflow of water, and anyhow 
the fluid is soft and of excellent 
quality.

The Oallaudet Memorial. 

It is proponed to create a memoi lal 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Chinch 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and ih built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of snob a building au above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church edifice and bssotnter 
of religious and eocial life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallandul 
hoped during his lifetime to BM Hie 
erection of thiH building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which bin name haw always 
been associated. ThiH was nel per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as S 
most fitting memorial to him ihut 
this work be now undertaken. St.. 
Ann's Chureh is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will oeeupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five fest 
along the Itrsst front, and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be thiee 
stories in height,, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the Hoeial, 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Tho 
amount, rsnniicd for "The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to bim whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples.
